So as Gods children, that endure 
tacir afflictions, ſent by him, as they 
ought to doe, areſtill one way, or 
other rewarded ; Sometimes ſpiritu- 
ally, ſometimes corporally, alwaies 
ceriainely.And this? ſpirituall reward 
had here ſufficed, though the Lord 
had no otherwiſe bleſſed this Holy 
man Job. And ſo much ofthe ſecond 
Obſeruation. 


Hirdly, when wee conſider 

this bleſſing to bee a ſuper-ad- 
ding, wee may obſerue, that 

God ſometimes , beſides theſe in- 
ward ©Jewels of theminde, Faith , 
Hope, Patience, and the like, which 
vvee ſ{uruaied but cuen now, doth 
heape vpon his ſeruants (euenin the 
time of the Goſpell)thele outward fa- 
wours,and bleſfings allo, and that for 
many

many reaſons. Firſt, Ne * male puten- 
tr, leſt Riches otherwiſe, and the 
like outward Bleſſings of God,may be 
thoughtto bee euill; Euillin them- 
ſelues, ſaith S, Auguſtine in his (om- 
mentaries vpon the 66. Pſalme. Se- 
condly, leſt the Godly, compaſled 
with fleſh,and blood, ſhould boggle 
at the Religion, Worthip, and Seruice 
of God, if theſe ourward bleſiings 
were thus monopolized to the wic- 
ked onely, ſaith the ſame® Farber in 
his 1.B. ad Catechumenos. Thirdly, 
< becauſe theſe remporall bleſſings are 
expedient,and neceſſary ro ſet many 
of the Yertuecs a going, as Charitie, 
Almeſ-giuingand thelike. In which 
conſideration Ariſtotle is not fo iuſt- 
ly taxed by S. Gregory Naxzanxen, 
for making riches neceflary for ſome 
of the Vertues, Becauſe they are out

Fourthly, God many times addes 
theſe remporall, becauſe men arenot 
abletoiake ſuch exaQ notice,as they 
ſhould, of thoſe ſpiricuall bleſiings , 
wherewith the Ele& are* invvard- 
ly adorned; As here, what God did 
for Job, ® fecit vt oſtenderet hominibus, 
heedid it onely that men might ob- 
ſerueit, ſaith S. Auguſtinein bis 1.B. 
ad Catechumenos. For theſe reaſons, 
and the like, Almighty God(beſides 
the riches of the Spirit) rewards ma- 
ry times the long ſuffering of his 
Seruants, with an 4malthea's horne, 
of theſe outward bleſtings ; eſpecial- 
ly thoſe, that hee knowes will* vie

Theſe, beſide 
theſe ſpiritual, ſhall be crowned allo 
with zemporall bleſſings, as theLord 
here bleſſed the end of Iob. Ando 
much of the third 0bſeruation, 


Ourthly, ifcheſe remporall bleſ- 
ſings are bleſſings of the Lord,

| nowne , Which in hoyourable 
Per ſons, no raan, without im- 
pudency, can deny for one of Gods 
bleſſings, is novv much enlarged in 
bis latter end ; For, as > Philoſtratus 
laich very well, that one Tupirer, ſer 
ot by Homer the Poet, was worth 
renne Jupirers {et out by Phidias the 
Caruer, becauſe the former flew a- 
broad through ail the world, wherc- 
as the latter neuer budg'd from his 
pediſtall at Athens ; So the Fame of 
{ob in his latter end, which is cum ſo- 
le, & luna, as hee ſpeakes, as farre 
ſpread, as the beames of the Sunne, 
and 
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and the inflence of the Moone, ex- 


tinguitheth the Faine of his beginning, 
conhned to Hyſje, and a little corner 
of Arabia, The Deull in the begin- 
ning was faineperambulare, Iob 1.7. 
ro compaſlſe the world, before hee 
could finde him, but eucr ſithence, 
hee cannot tempt the leaſt of Gods 
children, but inftamily hee heares 
of him, faith Saint * Chryſoſtome. 
I confeſſe he was from the beginning 
notus Deo, knowne vnto God, but 
now hee is become notus nobrs , 
knowne allo ynto vs, and a prefi- 
dent for all men tharexpeR deliue- 
rance from great afflictions, ſaith S. 
b Gregory. la the beginning the Holy 
Ghoſt could ſay no niore, but Erat 
Vir, thre was ſuch a man; In the lat- 
rer end he might haue ſaid, Erar*Phi- 
loſophus, there was ſuch a Philoſo- 
pher,and notable Chriſtian, faith 0- 
rigen. So that the Lord bleſſed the latter 


end of lob, more then his beginning. 
Laſt- 
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Aſtly, his lJearning,and know- 
ledge in the way of Godlineſle, 


was nothing ſo przgnant in 
his beginning, as in his latter end. Do- 
cirina viri per patientiam no(ſcitur, Pro: 
19,11, Patience is the beſt teacher of 
true Intelligence. '1 he Schoole-men , 
* Hales, Aquinas, Biel, and others, 
when they ſuite the Beatirudes( The 
Golpell appointed for this fulemne 
Faſt)tothe fruirs ( as ihey call chem) 
of the holyGhoſt, doe 10yne that of 
Sorrow, and weeping tor {inne, to 
Science, and knowledze, Becauſe 


(fay they) this Sorrow for ſmne can 


iſlue from no other Fountaine, then 
the truefaith, & knowledge of God, 
nor is iteuer found in any man, ſun- 
dred,or diuided from the ſame. Qu; 
adait ſcientiam,addit dolorem,He that 
encreaſerh his knowledge of the 
faith of Chriſt, ſhall euer encreale 
the ſorrow tor his fin, as® S, Auguſtine 
applies 
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applies that of Ecclefiaſtes, the 17 and 
the 18. verſe, and ſo ſay I, e conuerſo, 
Hee that encreaſeth his forrew for 
{inne, ſhall proouea great Clerke in 
_ theSchooleof (brift. It was the Gal 
ofthe Filh,thatreſtored Tobias to his 
ſeeing, Tob. 11. 14- verſe, and itis 
onely the Gall, and bitterneſle ofthe 
Croſſe, which reſtores a Chriſtian to 
his perte& vnderſtanding, Ybi mul- 


tum Crucis, multun lucis, as* Luther- 


was wonttoſay, A Chriſtian Soule 
is beſt inſtructed, when it is moſt 
ſcourged, and* aflifted.
